PRAGUE, June 1 (R). — Security police today began releasing 
dissidents arrested in a protective swoop connected with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev's visit to Czechoslovakia. Dissident 
sources said*actor Pavel Landovsky and ex-journalist Lubos Do- 
brovsky were known to have been freed early this morning af- 
ter 48 hours in police custody, - Others had also .been released 
or were in the process of being freed, the sources added. The 
71-year-old Soviet leader today was visiting the Slovak city of 
Bratislava, 350 kms. east of Prague, and was due back in the 
capital tonight before leaving far Moscow tomorrow. 


Israel calls for arms 
cut talks with Arabs 

UNITED NATIONS, June 1 (AP). — Israel called today for an 
all-embracing Arab-Israeli summit conference on arms reduc- 
tion and a “similar breakthrough” m the form of renewal of 
Israell-Egyptian peace talks. 

Israeli Ambassador Chaim Herzog, speaking at the U.N. 
General Assembly debate on disarmament said the Israelis 
"hope and trust" there will be a resumption of the Israel- 
Egyptian negotiations “broken, off in January by Egyptian Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat. 

"Israel believes that a similar breakthrough can and must 
occur in the field of disarmament and that another momentous 
step can and must be taken to break the vicious cycle of the 
arms buildup In the Middle East," he went on. 

He accused Egyptian Foreign Minister Mohammad Ibrahim 
Kamel of "attempting to mislead this assembly" on Wednesday 
with a "blatant falsehood" alleging Israeli military cooperation 
with South Africa and with the statement that Israel had not 
agreed to a Middle East nuclear-free zone. Herzog also said' 
Israel had repeatedly offered to negotiate for such a zone. 


He has been in France, Mo- 
rocco and Senegal seeking sup- 
port for an inter-African force 
to help defend the heart of 
Zaire's copper industry and 
bolster his own army. 

Zairean officials and Wes- 
tern diplomatic sources noted 
that there had been no firm 
statement about the success or 
failure of President Mobutu's 
foreign tour, a possible indica- 
tion that badly needed foreign 
help could not be quickly ob- 
tained. 

Morocco last year sent 1,200 
soldiers to Shaba to quell an 
earlier uprising but is believed - 
reluctant to repeat the move 
unless in conjunction with 
other African states. 

Peace in Shaba is crucial to 
resuming full production at the 
Kolwezi copper mines -- sour- 
ce of about a third of net fo- 
reign exchange -- and to per- 
suading evacuated white mi- 
ning experts to overcome fears 
of new massacres and return. 

Sozacom, the Zairean comua- 
ny which markets the Shaba 
minerals, announced today in 
Brussels that copper deliveries 
would be cut by half for the 
rest of this year. 


President Sarkis later return- 
ed home. 

President Assad said his dis- 
cussions with President Sarkis 
had been good and had cover- 
ed questions of interest to Le- 
banon in particular, and Leba- 
non, Syria and the region in 
general. 

President' Assad said : “There 
were discussions on the entry 
of the Lebanese army into sou- 
thern Lebanon and we agreed 
on that." 

He added: “This is essential 
for the liberation of southern 
Lebanon which has been occu- 
pied by the Israelis." 

Israeli forces, which occupi- 
ed almost the whole region so- 
uth of the Litani River, have 
announced they will pull out 
following tire despatch of U.N.

At U.N. disarmament debate 

Egypt’s Kamel says Israeli-S. African 
nuclear pact threatens regional peace 


UNITED NATIONS, June I 
(Agencies) — Foreign Minist- 
er Mohammad Ibrahim Kam- 
el of Egypt has accused Israel 
and South Africa of nuclear 
collusion directly threatening 
peace and security hi the Mid- 
dle East and Africa. 

“Both countries are practi- 
sing policies of flagrant aggre- 
ssion and repeatedly violating 
the Uhl. Charter and rules of 
law posing serious challenges 
to the international communi- 
ty,” he told the UN. General 
Assembly yesterday. 

Egypt, with other African 
states had tried to enforce 
the Declaration on the De- 
nuclearisation of Africa, but 
South Africa prevented the 
practical , implementation of 
that declaration by its pursuit 
of efforts to acquire nuclear 
weapons to consolidate its po- 
licy of aggression and racism, 


Mr. Kamel said. 

Observing that the strate- 
gic position of the Middle East 
meant that whatever occurred 
there could affect world pea-, 
ce, he said : “We are fully co- 
nvinced that the outcome of 
any confrontation could lead 
. the world to the brink of a th- 
ird world war.” 

Egypt’s objective was to ke- 
ep the Middle East nuclear we- 
apons-free, Mr, Kamel said. 

“Should Israel continue to 
hamper the attainment of this 
goal in order to achieve its 
designs and ambitions in coop- 
eration with South Africa, the 
international community repre- 
sented by the United Natio- 
ns is duty bound to take the 
necessary measures in accor- 
dance with the purposes and 
principles of the Charter to 
prevent such a grave threat to 
world peace and security-” 


He called for a security gu- 
arantee that would enable the 
Security Council to take effec- 
tive preventive measures be- 
fore and not after a nuclear 
threat occurred. 

Mr. Kamel was speaking in 
the continuing debate on disa- 
rmament at the special session 
of the General Assembly, whi- 
ch entered its second week 
yesterday. 

Mr. Kamel also complained 
that only Israel had dissented 
from annual resolutions over 
the last three years for mak- 
ing the Middle East a nuclear 
free zone.

U.N. says 10 killed 
in Israeli shelling 


BEIRUT, June 1 (R). — Uni- 
ted. Nations peace-keeping tr- 
oops in south Lebanon today 
reported at least ten people 
killed and 15 wounded in a 
serious escalation of fighting 
between Israeli-backed right- 
ists and Palestinian and Leba- 
nese leftist guerrillas. 

A spokesman for the U.N. 
force (UNIFIL) quoted refuge- 
es for the casually figures, - 
which they said resulted from 
a three-hour exchange of ar- 
tillery and mortar fire on Tu- 
esday. 

The spokesman said most 
of the shelling came from near 
the village of Qle’ya and was 
directed against villages on 
the other side of the strategic 
Litani River. 

The Qle’ya region is occupi- 
ed by rightist militias and Is- 
raeli troops, while the opposi- 
te bank of the river is dom- 
inated by an ancient Crusa- 
der fortress held by Palestin- 
ians. 


The scene of the clashes Is 
just outside the area under 
U.N. control. 

The UNIFIL spokesman sa- 
id : "The exchange was on a 
much larger scale than previ- 
ous firing reported by UNIFIL 
from this area." 

He said the U.N. force had 
protested strongly about pre- 
vious incidents, and added : 
“Without the required restra- 
ints from each party, it was 
inevitable that one day there 
would be serious escalation.” 

The spokesman said earlier 
this week that U.N. troops, 
particularly from a Nepalese 
battalion, were being caught 
in an almost daily crossfire be- 
tween rival forces in the same 
area. 

He said that during the figh- 
ting on Tuesday about 85 ro- 
unds of artillery and mortar 
fire slammed into the fortress, 
the nearby market town of 
Nabatiyeh and the village of 
Qa’qa’yeh. 


Testimony ends in Tel Aviv 
trial of Cypriot journalist 


TEL AVIV, June 1 (AP). — 
Testimony in the joint trial of 
Panayotis Paschal is and Hans 
Lebrecht concluded today in a 
Tel Aviv district court. 

Paschalis, 38, a Cypriot ne- 
ws photographer, is on trial 
for supplying information to 
an "enemy of Israel.” the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organisati- 
on. Lebrecht, a 62-year-old Is- 
raeli' who writes for several 
European publications, is acc- 
used of aiding Paschalis and 
helping to conceal his activi- 
ties. 

The charges against Pasch- 
alis - - that he met with a PLO 
representative in Cyprus and 
agreed to supply specific pho- 
tographs to the Palestinians 
upon his return from Israel - - 
were denied by A mnon Zich- 
roni, attorney for both the de- 
fendants. 

Lebrecht, Zichroni said in 
a final argument, did no more 


than accompany a visiting jo- 
urnalist --a service which is 
routine among members of the 
press. Lebrecht, in an inter- 
view with an Associated Press 
correspondent, said that he saw 
the trial as harassment of lef- 
tist journalists. Lebrecht is a 
member of Israel's Communist 
Party. 

The prosecution claimed th- 
at the photos confiscated wh- 
en Paschalis was arrested last 
Jan. 16 are almost exclusively 
of the Israeli coast and inclu- 
de detailed photos of a new 
power station.

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Cold Wars are 
not all bad 


The escalation of tension between the United 
States and the Soviet Union has been dramatised 
this week by the NATO summit in Washington, the 
rebel invasion in Zaire’s Shaba Province, the United 
Nations special session on disarmament and 
American-Soviet talks at foreign ministerial level in 
the United States about signing a new strategic arms 
limitation agreement. While we are as peace-loving 
as the next person, and we'd like the Americans 
and the' Russians to do the backstroke together down 
the Potomac River in a display of their mutual 
affection, we find it interesting nevertheless that the 
renewal of Cold War-type rhetoric, particularly from 
the American side, will probably work against 
Israel’s interests. If the Arab states are perceptive, 
they will make use of the current atmosphere of 
rising tension between East and West to further their 
own interests while remaining friends and allies with 
both Moscow and Washington. 

Israel has always sold itself in the West as the 
guardian of democratic principles in the Middle East, 
a posture it would want to exploit in times such as 
these. But the active participation of Morocco and 
Egypt in helping Zaire fight off the -rebels in Shaba 
Province has shown us all that Israel does not have 
a monopoly in this sales pitch it makes to the West 
The recent decision of the United States to sell 
warplanes to Saudi Arabia and Egypt was also very 
much influenced by the Saudi Arabian argument that 
it needs the planes to fight off communist threats. 

On the other side, the Arabs can turn to Moscow 
and, for example, work out agreements to assure it 
and its allies of long-term oil supplies against a 
policy of non-intervention in the Middle East, thereby 
helping neutralise Moscow’s fear that the Arabs are 
all capitalists in the service of General Motors. 

We are at a moment when historical winds are 
blowing all around, and there are novel opportunities 
for the Arabs to increase their international power at 
the expense of Israel'S. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


In Its leader Thursday AL RAT hopes that a final solution 
for the situation in Lebanon may be found as a result of the 
meeting between the Syrian and Lebanese Presidents Hafez 
Assad and Elias Saritis in the Syrian port city of Latakia on 
Wednesday. 

All Arabs attach great importance to taking a quick de- 
cision that would allow Lebanon to “recover its health and pre- 
vent any further relapse,” the newspaper says. 

President Assad and Saritis should have all the necessary 
means at their disposal to enable the legitimate Lebanese au- 
thority to extend its control over all parts of the countty and 
close the “Lebanese gap” in the face of Israel's aggression, Al 
Ra’i adds. 

AL DUSTOUR takes up President Sadat's assertion that 
he will wait for two more months to see whether Israel will ch- 
ange its stubborn stance assuming that it wishes his peace ini- 
tiative to continue. 

The newspaper notes that the deadline would coincide with 
July 23, the anniversary of the 1952 Egyptian revolution, in wh- 
ich the Egyptian president usually makes a political speech. 

In his expected speech President Sadat may well announce 
the result of his initiative. But, Al Dustour says, this does not 
necessarily mean that Cairo will come out with a dramatic move 
as a substitute for the initiative when announcing its failure. 

In that case the substitute may be to convene the long- 
awaited Arab summit conf-rence where the main topic would 
be not the Egyptian initiative but the long-sought after Arab 
strategy. 

The two-month interval should not become a "stagnation 
period” on the part of the Arabs; nor should it remain charged 
with sensitivities and coolness among the Arab parties who hold 
different views of the Egyptian initiative. Rather, the newspap- 
er urges, the Arabs should go ahead with their consultations to 
forge a unified stand and strength and prepare themselves for 
the next phase.

AMMAN. June 1 (JT). — The 
Regional Conference for Arab 
Women today resumed debate 
of the regional plan of action 
for the integration • of women 
in development prepared by the 
Economic Commission for We- 
stern Asia (ECWa). 

His Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan, who took part in this 
morning’s debate, stressed that 
an interdisciplinary approach is 
required to tackle the challen- 
ge of bettering women's status 
throughout the Arab World, 
and suggested that “rosters" of 
qualified Arab individuals and 
institutions need to be drawn 
up to promote "an indigenous 
ability" to offer assistance by 
Arabs and for Arabs through- 
out the region. 

Prince Hassan said that "a 
clear and self-critical approach” 
is required to study the status 
and needs of Jordan’s bedouin 
population, and suggested that 
"aid to the bedouins should be 
offered in the context of better- 
ment. and not settlement." 

This view was shared by the 
delegate from UNESCO, who 
suggested the possibilities of 
"schools on wheels" and other 
such mobile services to reach 
the bedouins, instead of requir- 
ing them to settle down in one 
place to receive social services. 

Prince Hassan quoted from 
a recently completed socio-eco- 
nomic survey of Jordanian bed- 
ouins, carried out by staff and 
students at the University of 
Jordan, to show that recent ad- 
vances in the standard of liv- 
ing of Jordan as a whole have 
not been shared by the bedouin 
. population. The gap is even 
wider for bedouin women, the 
study showed, who. for exam- 
ple, have an illiteracy rate of 
85 per cent. 

The life expectancy of Jor- 
danians as a whole is about 64 
years of age, while for the be- 
douins it is only about 50 ye- 
ars, the study revealed, and ne- 
arly 15 per cent of all bedouin 
children die before the age of 
one,- an infant mortality rate 
nearly doubfe that of Jordan as 
a whole. 

The Regional Plan of Action 
recommends, among other th- 
ings, drafting policies for rural 
development as an integral part 
of national social and economic 
planning for development and 
industrialisation policy and the 
appropriation of sufficient fun- 
ds to boost agricultural produ- 
ction. 

If further suggests encoura- 
ging women from rural areas to 
take part in local public poli- 
tical organisations and allowing 
them a voice in defining their 
own problems and to particip- 
ate in decision-making affect- 
ing these problems. 

The plan also recommends 
boosting the number of agricu- 
ltural credit corporations and 
facilitating the procedures wh- 
ereby the corporations services 
can be made use of by men 
and women working in agricul- 
tural production. 

Another recommendation was 
for setting up a credit fund 
within rural women’s organis- 
ations that will help rural wo- 
men to get small loans enabling 
them to operate agricultural' 
or commercial enterprises and 
applying integrated rural de- 
velopment techniques which 
create more work opportunities 
for men and women and reduce 
invisible and seasonal unem- 
ployment

Book exhibit at women’s meet is first step 
towards national information centre on women

AMMAN, May 31 — An in- 
teresting feature at the Re- 
gional Conference for Women 
which opened in Amman on 
Monday is an exhibition of 
books, paintings and photo- 
graphs the main theme of wh- 
ich is, of course, women. 

The exhibition, on display 
in the lobby outside the ac- 
tual conference room at the 
Chambers of Commerce buil- 
ding near the Second Circle. 

was organised by the Depart- 
ment of National Libraries 
Documentation and Archives 
(DNLDA) and is seen by the 
organisers as a step towards 
creating a national centre for 
information on women. 

The idea originally was just 
to have an exhibition of. all 
books available in Jordan on 
the subject of women. A team 
of part-time volunteers was 
recruited by DNLDA to visit 
all libraries in and around 
Amman to compile lists of the 
available material on women. 

The lists were brought ba- 
ck. compared and trimmed in- 
to one comprehensive list The 
team then went back and bor- 
rowed as many of the books 
as they could. Most of the 
books came from the Univer- 
sity of Jordan and tfie nation- 
al library at the DNLDA 
The result is an impressive col- 
lection of something like 500 
Arabic and English books and 
many more hundreds of docu- 
ments and pamphlets publish- 
ed on the subject of women's 
affairs and women’s role in 
development. These pamphlets, 
Rima Tutunji of the Depart- 
ment of Women’s Affairs told 
the Jordan Times, can be 
photocopied and sent to any- 
one who would like copies. 

The National Exhibition of 
Books and Documents on 
Women, as this exhibition is 
called, covers a surprisingly 
wide field considering that the 
actual volume of books is rela- 
th, e^r sroalL 

Strolling round the shelves 
one can find anything from 
non-sexist children’s books 
from Sweden (featuring a lit- 
tle boy called Titou and his 
various adventures, Titou Ma- 
kes a Cake for instance) the 
emphasis being on breaking 
with the traditional role-form- . 
ing basis of children's books, 
to Germaine Greer’s ■ The Fe- 
male Eunuch, a controversial 
comment on fe minis m. 

The books are divided unof- 
ficially into sections. These in- 
clude: women’s contribution 

to general knowledge, books 
on women by male aides, anti- 
feminist books, cookery and 
child-care books, biographies 
of famous women, copies of 
studies and reports on women 
like Women at Work, a col- 
lection of two classic studies 
on how far women have come 
in their involvement in deve- 
lopment in the West. 

There are also anthropologi- 
cal studies of women in vari- 
ous Third World countries, 
copies of classic novels about 
women (like Jane Austen’s 
Shirley) or by women, includ- 
ing works by George Eliot. 

There are studies of female 
psychology, sexuality, women 
in business, management. Mid- 
dle Eastern women, Muslim 
women, books by remarkable 
women in the Middle East, like 
Felicia Langer’s With My Own 
Eyes, and so on. The list seems 
endless. 

Dr. Ahmad Sbarkas, the Di- 
rector General of the Depart- 
ment of National Libraries, 


Documentation and Archives, 
said the exhibition bad prov- 
ed useful in that women atten- 
ding the conference from all 
over the region had seen it 
and offered suggestions towar- 
ds the actual establishment of 
a national documentation cen- 
tre. 

Dr. Patricia Ward is the lib- 
rarian of the British Equal 
opportunities Commission and 
one of Jordan's special guests 
at the conference. She is also 
here to offer her expertise in 
helping to set up this national 
centre on documentation ab- 
out women. 

"Information is power," is 
one of Dr. Ward’s favourite 
slogan’s. Because, she believes, 
accurate information is the 
best way of attacking “the my- 
ths" on which attitudes to- 
wards women tend to be 
built up. 

The planned documentation 
centre on women could play 
an Important role in advancing 
women's affairs. Dr. Ward 
told the Jordan Times. 

From her work on tfie Equal 
Opportunities Commission 
a watchdog agency set up pri- 
marily to safeguard the rights 
of women under new British 
laws - - Dr. Ward said that she 
had found that the 14 to 15- 
year age group were particul- 
arly important In the campaign 
to break down stereotyped so- 
cial roles. 

The documentation centre, 
she believes, could also play 
a useful part by allowing the 
experiences of different coun- 
tries to be more easily com- 
pared. 

In fact such was the Inte- 
rest in the plans of the DNL- 
DA for the national documen-

ration centre on women by the 
other delegates to the confer- 
ence that Ms. Linda Layne, an 
American lady who has been 
helping the DNLDA to com- 
pile a bibliography of all books 
on women available in Jordan, 
put a suggestion to the con- 
ference yesterday morning 
that a sub- committee be for- 
med to meet seperately to 
discuss the setting up of a re- 
gional documentation centre on 
women in Amman. 

The suggestion was agreed 
upon and the sub-committee on 
information and documentati- 
on was scheduled to have 
its first meeting Thursday 
afternoon. It is hoped that 
before the conference closes 
useful ideas will come forth 
concerning the regional coope- 


ration for the establishment of 
a centre, to serve not only 
Jordan out all its neighbours 
as well. 

Although the exhibition was 
originally planned for books 
only, it was later decided to 
include works of art by wo- 
men in Jordan -- or about 
women - - in the exhibition. 

Three ladies contributed 
works: Afaf Arafat, a Pales- 
tinian from Nablus and head 
of the Art Education Section 
at the Ministry of Education 
who received her training at 
the Bath Academy of Art in 
England; Sarnia Zarou, who 


teaches art and also can claim 
proudly to have designed the 
emblem for the conference; 
and last but not least by any 
means Dara Durra, the ten- 
year-old daughter of Jordanian 
artist Mohammad Durra, who 
sent along two striking and 
mature paintings. 

Not wanting to leave men 
completely out of the picture 
there were four paintings on 
display by Ahmad Na’wash, 
another famous Jordanian ar- 
tist. His pictures about women 
tended to be flat and distort- 
ed, often featuring children 
when recognisable. 


Contributions to the exhibi- 
tion came from guests and 
participants in the conference 
as well. For instance. Dr. 
Ward of the Equal Rights Co- 
mmission brought an informa- 
tion display on the new ses 
discrimination and equal rights 
acts in Britain and on the work 
of the Equal Rights Commis- 
sion. 

The Iraqi delegation made a 
large contribution by staging 
a side exhibition including sam- 
ples of various publications of 
the General Federation of 
Iraqi Women, which was esta- 
blished in 1969. 

Dr. Su’ad N. Bamouti (a me- 
mber of the Executive Council 
and Secretary of Research 
Studies at the Federation) 
who is heading the Iraqi dele- 
gation, said the publications 
give an idea of the work of 
the federation which - - among 
other things -- organises tra- 
ining, particularly i n handi- 
crafts, for women all over 
Iraq. 

They provide the women 
with materials, show them how 
to work -- a lot of this kind 
of work is done in the home 
-- and then market the pro- 
ducts for the women. 

The Iraqi delegation also 
brought photographs of rural 
and modern women in Iraq 
at work in fields, weaving, 
sewing, teaching, in tradition- 
al dress and in western cloth- 
es. There were samples also 
of the rugs and basket work 
made by the women of the 
federation.

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New Aqaba Free Zone is part of Jordan’s plan to make itself 
a regional trade centre by capitalising on country’s location

AQABA — Sited seven kilo- 
metres out of town on the 
main road leading into Aqaba 
there is a compound of large 
warehouses. It is a free zone. 

Along with the three others 
that are planned for the coun- 
try, the Aqaba Free Zone is 
part of Jordan’s bid to make 
itself a trading centre for the 
Middle East. One of the coun- 
try’s most precious assets -- 
in the absence of great mine- 
ral wealth -- is its location on 
ihe brink of the enormous 
markets of the Gulf and Sy- 
ria and Iraq. 

Jordan has been trying to 
exploit that asset by encoura- 
ging foreign investment with 
liberal economic policies and 
the free zones can be seen as 
one more step in that direc- 
tion. 

The free zones are intend- 
ed to appeal to firms who 
want a base close to the trade 
routes from which to export 
their (roods to the countries 
around Jordan. Eventually the 
zones will be equipped not just 
with warehouses and handling 
facilities, but also with the 
infrastructure necessary for 
industrial sites. Customs staff 
will be stationed on site in an 
attempt to speed up the pro- 
cess of getting clearance. 

But the free zones also offer 
considerable financial incen- 
tives. For a start, goods which 
come to the zone are exempted 
from paying ad valorem import 
tax -- around four per cent 
of the value of the goods 
and from the need to obtain 
an Import Irience. The goods 
can be exported out of the co- 
untry from the zone without 
the normal formalities, which 
usually involve for instance 
giving guarantees to the cus- 
toms. The Central Bank offers 
zone-users easier facilities for 
letters of credit, and firms can 
claim income tax exemption 
for up to 15 years. 

The Free Zones Corporation 
was set up about a year ago. 
but its first project at Aqaba 


has only really been in opera- 
tion for a couple of months. 
Deputy Chairman of the Cor- 
poration All Hassan told the 
Jordan Times that it expects to 
receive at the very least 500,000 
tons of goods this year. At the 
moment it is coping with about 
20 or 30 truck-loads a day. 
The trucks are specially sup- 
plied by the corporation to 
haul goods from the port at 
Aqaba. 

The existing zone is on a 
temporary site of about 250 
dunums. It will eventually co- 
ntain six warehouses and three 
uncovered terraces and should 
have a capacity of around one 
million tons per year. 

- One third of the area of the 
zone has been leased out to 
the government of Iraq. More 
or less ah Iraqi goods shipped 
through Aqaba will pass thro- 
ugh the zone before going on 
overland by truck, it is esti- 
mated that the Iraqis can ma- 
ke savings of around 30 per 
cent on freight costs by com- 
ing this way instead of going 
via the port of Basra on the 
Arabian Gulf. 

The corporation hopes that 
its services wilt help to boost 
transit traffic of this sort com- 
ing through the port at Aqaba. 
Mr. Hassan estimated that by 
stocking one million tons of 
transit goods in the free zone, 
the country would benefit by 
around JT> 45 million from 
transport fees. The corporation, 
meanwhile, should be finan cing 
itself from the tariffs which it 
levies for storage facilities and 
the like, Mr. Hassan said. 

Already the warehouses at 
Aqaba are filling up -- and 
with an extraordinary variety 
of goods. “More’s canned ma- 
ngo nectar” can be seen piled 
on top of electric fans from 
Japan. Friendship pencils are 
stacked next to heaps of green 
cardamons from Ceylon and 
black olives from Greece. And 
there are bulkier goods as well 
like sacks of rice and grain. 

Building on the Aqaba site 
is not yet complete. But this 
is anyway a small project in 
comparison to the others wh- 
ich are being planned by the 
corporation.

The other free zones 

The site for another free 
zone has already been alloca- 
ted near Zarqa, Mr. Hassan 
said. That one will cover an 
area of 5,000 dunums. 

And a third, sited on the 
Jordan-Syrian border between 
the villages of Jabre and Nas- 
seeb, covers an area of 8,000 
dunums. This is to be run as 
a joint venture with Syria. 
Electricity and water have al- 
reday been laid on and a road 
has been constructed to link 
the site to the main highway. 
“Within a year”, Mr. Hassan 
said, the offices and utilities 
will be complete. 

Just across the road from 
the exiting site of the Aqaba 
Free Zone is a flat dry st- 
retch of land, which looks out 
over the town. According to 
Mr. Hassan, 2,000 dunums of 
this is to be allocated for the 
main site of the new free zone at 
Aqaba. The corporation! is still 
waiting for the green light 
to go ahead with the project. 


but Mr. Hassan seemed con- 
fident that construction would 
start within six months. Dar 
Al Handasah have drawn up 
plans for the new zone, which 
are likely to cost JD 15 million 
to implement, Mr. Hassan said. 
They include the provision of 
power and water (6,000 cubic 
metres a day), drainage, offi- 
ces, public warehouses, roads, 
overpasses, and telephone te- 
lex and banking facilities. 

The existing zone at Aqaba 
is just for commercial transit 


trade But the new zones be- 
ing planned will be industrial 
sites as well. For export- 
oriented manufacturers there 
are obvious advantages. They 
will be able to bring raw ma- 
terials or components into the 
zone without paying import 
taxes. They will have the 
necessary facilities laid on and 
will also be dose to Jordan’s' 
big transit routes. 

Mr. Hassan said that the co- 
rporation had already been de- 
eding with interested enqui-

ries from Australia Morocco, 
Brazil, Ceylon the U.S. and 
Japan. Asked about the sorts 
of industries that might be 
established at Aqaba, Mr. 
Hassan suggested that these 
could Include assembly works 
for fridges or T.V.’s, moulding 
and prefab, factories, and soft 
drink and perhaps glass-ware 
plants. 

Also on the site at Aqaba 
there are plans for a large 
cold store. 

Few of the goods passing th- 
rough, or assembled at, the 
free zones will find their way 
onto the Jordanian nwiricat. If 
the goods are not exported 
they are liable for the normal 
import taxes the moment they 
leave the zone Mr. Hassan sa- 
id that around half the goods 
would aid up in Saudi Ara- 
bia, but East Africa as well as

Argentine officials 
blame low World Cup 
spectator turn-out on 
foreign scare campaign 

BUENOS AIRES, June 1 (R). — Argentine tourism officials blamed the 
shortage of World Cup visitors yesterday on what they described as a fore- 
ign scare campaign by human rights groups and leftwing political organisa- 
tions. Fewer than 20,000 visitors had arrived 24 hours before the start of the 
tournament and the head of the World Cup Tourism Department, Miguel 
Rivero Hornos, suggested the others may have been scared off by Argen- 
tina’s image abroad. 


The build-up to the World 
Cup was marked by demons- 
trations in some European 
cities by opponents of the Ar- 
gentine military government. 

The demonstrations were 
aimed at forcing a change of 
venue or at persuading teams 
to boycott the event. The- ca- 
mpaign failed in its aims tho- 
ugh, according to Rivero Ho- 
mos, some tourists may have 
changed their minds about 
coming to Argentina. 

Rivero Homos said another 
reason for the tow tourist 
turn-out was the high cost of 
living in Argentina worsened 
by 180 per cent annual infla- 
tion. 

The cost and length o£ the 
journey to Argentina from 
Europe was also a contribu- 
tory factor, according to ob- 
servers. But Rivero Homos 
expected that large groups 
would come in the next few 
days. 

"Some of them wait until 
the last possible minute to 
come here to save on hotel 
and other expenses." he add- 
ed. 

About 30 international fligh- 
ts are scheduled to touch down 
today at Ezeiza Internationa) 
Airport and Rivero Homos 
expected most of them to be 
filled with World Cup visitors. 

Most of the visitors already 
here are from neighbouring 
Brazil, one of the 16 cup fina- 
lists and strong favourites to 


win the cup for an unprece- 
dented fourth time. 

The largest foreign contin- 
gent after the Brazilians are 

the West Germans. 

Defending champions West 
Germany play Poland in the 
opening cup match today.

UAE reintroduces 
temporary visas 

ABU DHABI, June I (R>-

China begins work on 
particle accelerator 


PEKING, June X (R). — 
China nnn n,mrPf * yesterday 
that it was starting work on 
the nation's first big nuclear 
partidb accelerator to study 
the secrets of the atom. 

The development Is part of 
a radical turn-about in Chine- 
se science from the u til it arian , 
applied research of the cultural 
revolution to the more recent 
ventures into theoretical in- 
vestigations. 

The New China News Agen- 
cy said the machine would be 
a 30-50 billion electron volt 
(gev) proton, synchrotron, sc- 
heduled for completion in 1982. 

Such circular tunnels hurl 
protons, one of the two basic 
particles in an atom's nucle- 
us, into targets at close to the 
speed of light. The collisions 
reveal how the minute parti- 
cles are bonded together. 

The largest such accelerat- 
ors are of 400 gev each at 
the European Organi satio n for 
Nuclear Research (GERN) in 
Geneva and at the U.S. Fenni- 


tab Centre near Chicago. 

Another Chinese accelerator 
of even higher energy will be 
completed by 1987 as part of 
a new high-energy physics ex- 
perimental centre, the agency 
said. 

‘It will go a long way to- 
wards updating China's high- 
energy physics research and 
help push China into the wor- 
ld's front ranks in this field 
before the end of the century." 

The agency added that de- 
sign work on the accelerator 
had begun and the site for the 
centre was being surveyed. 

“A big experimental' plant 
and related buildings for the 
preliminary study are already 
under construction," the agen- 
cy said. 

As China announced plans 
for its first big accelerator, 

British scientists planned to 
attend a "funeral party" for 
Britain’s largest, the seven 
gev machine at Rutherford 
laboratory which will be clo- 
sed down in June. 


Australian parliament passes bills supporting 
resumption of mining, exporting of nuclear fuel 


CANBERRA, June 1 (R). — 
Development of Australia's 
vast uranium reserves moved 
a step closer to realisation 
yesterday when parliament 
passed controversial legislation 
supporting a government de- 
cision to resume mining and 
export of the nuclear fuel. 

The six bills giving Prime 
Minister Malcolm Fraser's con- 
servative government wide- 
ranging powers to control de- 
velopment of the rich deposits 
in northern parts of Australia 
now require only the formality 
of the governor general's as- 
sent to become law. 

Australian uranium compan- 
ies, eager to start digging for 
energy resources estimated by 
the government to equal Saudi 
Arabia’s oil reserves, have wa- 


ited nearly six weeks for ap- 
proval as the legislation passed 
back and forth between the 
upper and lower houses of par- 
liament. 

Dr. George Meyer, General 
Manager of Ez Industries, one 
of the partners with the gov- 
ernment in the ranger project 
which is expected to be the 
first to start recovering urani- 
um ore, said the legislation set 
out the guidelines needed by 
the uranium companies to go 
ahead with their initial deve- 
lopment plans. 

"It is a great step forward," 
Dr. Meyer said. 

But the ranger project and 
other uranium companies can- 
not start mining the uranium 
until negotiations are ended 
with the native aboriginal land

might draw three rounds of 
trumps, then try to set up 
hearts with one ruff. When 
that does not succeed, he 
must lose the ace of dubs 


as well as another trick- 
down one. 

The Unlucky Expert rea- 
lizes that the odds are 
against a 3-3 heart break. 
He will improve consider- 
ably on the above line. After 
winning the second dub he 
will draw only two rounds 
of trumps with the ace and 

king, then try to ruff two 
hearts in dummy. Unfortu- 
nately, the defender with 
four hearts has only two 
trumps, so West will be 
able to ruff a heart with the 
jack of trumps for down 
one. (Note that if declarer 
uses dummy’s ace of trumps 
for ruffing, West’s jack of 
diamonds becomes estab- 
lished as the setting trick.) 

Now watch the Technician 
at work. When Rixi Markus 
held the South cards, she 
won the second club and 
cashed only one high trump 
in her hand. Then she play- 
ed three rounds of hearts on 
the theory that if West had 
only a doubleton heart, he 
was more likely to hold three 
trumps than East. 

Since there was nothing 
to gain by ruffing the third 
heart. West let go a spade. 
Declarer ruffed in dummy, 
’discarded a heart on the 
queen of clubs, then cashed 
the ace-king of spades and 
ruffed a spade in her hand. 
Now she led her last heart, 
and West was finished. If he 
ruffed, declarer would over- 
ruff with dummy's ace and 
take the last two tricks with 
the Q-7 of trumps. But dis- 
carding was no better, for 
declarer would ruff low in 
dummy and the A-Q of dia- 
monds would be the fulfilling 
tricks.

WASHINGTON, June 1 (R).

The judges ruled five to 
three that police in Palo Alto, 
California, did not violate the 
constitution when, with a war- 
rant from a judge, they search 
student newspaper offices at 
Sanford University. 

The police were looking for 
photographs which a staff me- 
mber had taken of student de- 
monstrators clashing with po- 
lice. Nine officers were injur- 


ed in the clash. 

The police search produced 
no photographs other than 
those already published in the 
newspaper, the Stanford Daily. 

For the majority, Justice 
Byron White acknowledged th- 
at “the officers apparently had 
the opportunity to read corres- 
pondence." 

But the court said that se- 
arch warrant posed no threat 
to the freedom of the press 
guaranteed by the first amend- 
ment of the Constitution if it 
was issued by a judge alert to 
his responsibilities under the 


constitution. 

Justice White dismissed the 
claim that confidential sources 
would lefuse to deaf with re- 
porters out of fear that re- 
cords of such discussions mi- 
ght be revealed by police se- 
arches. 

The Reporters Committee 
for Freedom of the Press, a 
Washington-based private or- 
ganisation which focusses on 
free press issues, denounced 
the decision and challenged 
an assertion by Justice White 
that newsroom searches were 
rare. Half a dozen had occur- 
red in California alone; it said.

Driving on alcohol works wonders

WASHINGTON, (F.T.) — Old- 
time rural bootleggers are dr- 
agging their stills out of sto- 
rage and cranking up for pro- 
duction. 

Spurred on not by prohibi- 
tion but by the energy short- 
age, they are cooking up a 
legal brew, often right under 
the eyes of their one-time fo- 
es, federal agents from the 
U.S. Treasury Department’s 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firear- 
ms Branch. What is being ma- 
nufactured, not only in stills 
but in small plants all around 
the country, is not for human 
consumption but is alcohol for 
blending with petrol to fuel 
cars, trucks and tractors. 

Gasohoi 

The resulting mixture, whi- 
ch is composed of ten to 15 
per cent of alcohol, is being 
marketed as “Gasohoi”. Seve- 
ral congressmen and many en- 
ergy experts believe it may 
help solve two national prob- 
lems, the oil shortage and the 
farm surplus. 

Gasohoi has now won the 
fervent backing of financially 
hard-pressed fanners looking 
for new crop uses. They call 
themselves gasoholics. Many 
fill their tanks with the brew 
and drive hundreds of miles 
to Washington D.G. to demon- 
strate its feasibility. 

Sen. Frank Church of Idaho, 
a leading proponent of gaso- 
hoi, contends that its use in 
place of gasoline could cut the 
country’s annual consumption 
of 103bn. gallons of petrol by 
ten per cent and drop o3 im- 
ports 20 per cent. "The det- 
rimental impact of paying bil- 
lions to foreign countries for 
our liquid fuel needs is in- 
escapaL’e and simply cannot 
continue to grow unabated,” 
he told senators. “It is equally 
dear that the hard times being 
experienced by our farmers 
must be faced It is this pres- 
sing mix of farm and energy 
problems that has focussed 
our attention on the gas-, hoi 
concept.” 

The senator has proposed a 
Gasohoi Motor Fuel Act to 
establish a national requirem- 
ent to mix alcohol produced 
from renewable resources wi- 
th petrol. Under the act, one 
per cent of all motor fuel wo- 
uld have to contain alcohol 
by 1980, with that percentage 
increasing to ten per cent bv 
1990. 

Production of gasohoi 

Gasohoi is a high octane 
product which can be produc- 
ed using two types of alcohol: 
ethanol or methanol. Its back- 
ers say it gives better mile- 
age per gallon and causes less 
air pollution than straight gas- 
oline. 

Ethanol, favoured by the 
agriculture industry, is produ- 
ced from vegetation, whole 
grains, food, waste and pet- 
roleum, Methanol can be ma- 
de from wood, sewage, gar- 
bage, coal, natural gas, peat, 
shale or petrol It is cheaper 
than ethanol at the moment 
because its technology is more 
advanced as a result of the 
millions spent on research in- 
to coal gasification and lique- 
faction, which yield methanol 
during the process. Urban of- 
ficials are pushing developm- 
ent of both products, because

gasohoi production is a mea- 
ns of disposing of millions of 
tons of solid waste. 

The use of alcohol fuels is 
by no means a new concept. 
Alcohol has been used as mo- 
tor fuel, either pure or blend- 
ed with petrol, in various pa- 
rts of the world for more th- 
an 60 years. In 1876 the first 
intern comb\|Sttoh >xi pigJnfj l 
based on the o^tq cycle,; was 
developed to run on alcohol 
as well as on petrol 

In 1917 inventor Alexander 
Graham Bell foresaw the en- 
ergy crisis which plagues the 
Western economies today. “Oil 
and coal are going to go up 
in price and are limited ta 
quantity," he said. “Alcohol 
makes a beautifully dean and 
efficient fuel ... we can make 
alcohol from sawdust, the wa- 
ste products of our sawmills 
... from cornstalks and, in fact, 
from almost any vegetable 
matter capable of fermentati- 
on." 

Alcohol fuels 

Oil shortages, agricultural 
surpluses and wars have seen 
the periodic use of alcohol fu- 
els in the past. During the 
1930’s Europeans raised farm 
crops especially to produce 
fuels. Germany used alcohol 
fuel derived from potatoes du- 
ring World War n. Americans 
used them to power Jet air- 
craft and US. fuel stations 
sold a blend called Agrol. 

Gasoline was always cheap- 
er than alcohol fuels, but that 
was before the quadrupling of 
oil prices after the Arab oil 
embargo. Yet costs remain the 
principal obstacle to the wide- 
spread use of alcohol fuels, 
despite pressure from congres- 
smen and agriculture groups. 
U.S. Energy Secretary James 
R. Schiesinger says that with- 
out federal subsidies alcohol 
would be too expensive to 
compete with petrol before 
1985. Still, the Department of 
Energy Is p l a nning to spend 
$ 18.6m on alcohol fuel resear- 
ch in 1979, nine times as much 
as was spent in the years im- 
mediately following the oil 
embargo. The White House, in 
Its need to do something for 
formers, has set up a special 
task force to consider the po- 
ssibilities of promoting wide 
use of alcohol fuels. 

Cost of production 

The actual cost of produc- 
ing gasohoi is widely disputed, 
but cost cannot remain an ob- 
structing factor for long. As 
oil continues to rise in price, 
so the cost of alcohol for feel 
will fall when mass produc- 
tion techniques have been per- 
fected. 

In the meantime, costs can 
be reduced by making gasohoi 
competitive through governm- 
ent tax policies. Ten states 
are considering, or have al- 
ready passed, legislation exe- 
mpting gasohoi from state pet- 
rol taxes. A senate committee 
is considering a proposal to 
lift the four cent federal ex- 
cise tax on alcohol-blended 
fuel and to provide tax con- 
cessions for plants producing 
alcohol fuels. 

Principal opposition to the 
development of alcohol Aids 


comes from the oil industry, 
which claims that it special 
physical characteristics can 
cause, technological problems 
in automobiles. Brazilians, who 
have been using alcohol fuels 
of up to 30 per cent alcohol 
content for some time; report 
that it leads to frequent stal- 
ling. 

. . .However, researchers at the 
U ni ver si t y of Nebraska have 
reported optimistic findings 
from a two-million- mile test 
programme in 45 states, com- 
paring the performance of un- 
leaded gas and gasohoi. Driv- 
ers, who submitted weekly re- 


ports on fuel consumption and 
miles travelled, claimed they 
encountered no unusual prob- 
lems. 

Inspections by trained me- 
chanics indicated no unusual 
wear or deterioration on engi- 
nes. Cars were actually found 
to start better in cold weather 
than previously, and they per- 
formed just as efficiently in 
warm climates. 

The Department of Energy 
wants more testing before pu- 
shing ahead with gasohoi de- 
velopment, but congressmen, 
seeing the American appetite 
for oil continue unabated, feel 
tixhe is running out for both 
their fanner constituents and 
all other energy consumers.

Last exit for Prime 
Minister Trudeau? 


Canadian voters are fed np> with many things, and their Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau has just caused further irritation by calling off a general election when 
he found that his party’s popularity was slipping. If his Liberal party does not do 
well In the October by-elections, Trudeau himself could he on the way out.

OTTAWA (F.T.) — Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau took 
his party right up to the brink 
of a summer general election 
in Canada and then pulled ba- 
ck, to the consternation of 
many of his supporters. This 
brought the jibe from his 
Progressive Conservative op- 
ponents that “you can’t put 
running shoes on cold feet.” 

Trudeau changed his mind 
about going to the country on 
July 10, because the Liberal 
Party’s private polls support- 
ed the finding s of the latest 
Gallup Poll in April, which 
showed the liberals and Con- 
servatives tied with 41 per 
cent each and a large percen- 
tage (39 per cent) of the elec- 
torate undecided. Faced with 
the possibility of losing pow- 
er, or at the best forming a 
minority government, the 
Prime Minister decided aga- 
inst an election. 

He finally decided on his 
own and without Informing 
any of his associates until the 
last minute, that he should 
wait until the autumn or next 
spring to go to the country. 
The five year term of his go- 
vernment expires in July 1979. 

The same year the Quebec 
referendum on sovereignty will 
take place. 

All three major parties had 
to start .winding down their 
election machinery. The Pro- 
gressive Conservative heads, 
Mr. Joe Clark, and Mr. Ed- 
ward Broadbent, leader of the 
New Democratic Party, said 
that Mr. Trudeau was “afraid” 
of an election, and “fearful” 
of facing the electorate. He 
was labelled “chicken” in jibes 
hurled across the floor of the 
tumultuous Commons when he 
announced his decision. 

The decision is more demo- 
ralising for the Liberal forces 
than for the NDP or Conserva- 
tives. The two latter parties 
can take comfort from the la- 
test poll results and" from the 
fact that the Liberals were fr- 


ightened to go to the country. 

Trudeau does not like elec- 
tions and prefers to put them 
off, if at all possible: The Lib- 
erals are beginning to lose fa- 
ith in their leader. 

Much will depend upon the 
next Gallup Polls and the Li- 
beral Party’s own private- sur- 
veys of public opinion. If 
Trudeau and the government’s 
popularity starts slipping low- 
er the pressure will start to 
mount for Trudeau to quit. He 
is now in his eleventh year as 
leader of the Liberal Party and 
Prime Minister of Canada. 

Trudeau will have to make 
the hard choice between his 
personal pride and leading the 
party into a federal campaign 
that could end in his defeat. 
He would never be happy as 
leader of the opposition and 
faced with such a future wo- 
uld soon resign. 

The Liberals, sensing that 
their hold on office in Canada 
is in jeopardy, are starting to 
talk of the need to select a 
new leader. 

The prime minister will wo- 
rk hard at touring the country 
to restore his government’s 
popularity in the next year. 
He will introduce new measur- 
es to try and Improve the 
performance of the economy. 
He wil] also probably have a 
cabinet shuffle this summer, 
bringing in some bright new 
faces from the back bench to 
replace those in the cabinet 
who are tired, or who have 
said they will not be seeking 
re-election. 

If his attempts to rebuild 
the party’s fortunes fail, the 
demand for a leadership con- 
vention will grow. Former Fi- 
nance Minister John Turner 
could return from exile as a 
highly-paid lawyer based in 
Toronto. He would be a sure 
winner, succeeding Trudeau as 
liberal leader. Turner would 
be acceptable in Quebec and 
if he took charge of the party 
before an election he would 
be almost a guaranteed winner 
against Clark and Broadbent. 


The temptation for the Libe- 
rals to make the change is 
growing. 

The name of John Turner 
came up several times during 
the Prime Minister’s weekly 
press conference, only hours 
after he announced that there 
would be no election. He 
was asked if he would be pre- 
pared to step down if by run- 
ning he would be leading the 
party to defeat. Trudeau’s ans- 
wer, with an ever so slight sh- 
rug*. “I don’t think I would, 
no.” 

Thus it appears that the 
Liberals are now facing what 
the Conservatives faced when 
they wanted to persuade John 
Diefenbaker to retire. The Libe- 
rals have a leader who says 
be will not retire even though 
he could be shown it would be 
for the good of the party. 

The prospects make all 
good Liberals shudder. They 
want no public blood-letting 
such as disfigured the Conser- 
vative Party more than once 
when it changed leaders. 

Why did the Liberals start 
losing popularity in the polls? 
There is a general “fed-up” 
mood among the Canadian pe- 
ople as they watch the Cana- 
dian dollar hovering around 88 
cents in terms of the U.S. dol- 
lar. They are angry that un- 
employment continues above' 
the one million mark. They 
are annoyed that after all the 
titanic efforts of the Anti-In- 
flation Board and its vast bu- 
reaucracy (now being wound 
down) the inflationary press- 
ures continue to be strong and 
are pushing bade up near the 
two figure mark. They are tir- 
ed of the National Unity hub- 
bub. They are weary of the 
Tmdeau-Levesque feud. 

Trudeau’s first major hur- 
dle will be the string of by- 
elections scheduled for Octob- 
er 16. There could be 15 by- 
elections. If the Liberals don’t 
fare well in the test, Trudeau 
could be on the way out. 
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during the 21-month state of 
emergency imposed by Mis. 
Gandhi in June; 1975. 

But a ministry spokesman 
said the report was “highly 
speculative”.

Scot Nationals 
in key election 

HAMILTON, Scotland, June 
1 CAP)- — Prime Minister Jam- 
es C a llaghan ’s ruling Labour 
Party held this industrial town 
near Glasgow in a crucial spe- 
cial election early today, fend- 
ing off a make-or-break cam- 
paign by Scottish Nationalists 
seeking independence. 

Labour’s candidate, 32-yea r- 
old labour union official Geor- 
ge Robertson, was elected with 
18,880 votes. That gave him 
a majority of nearly 6,500 vot- 
es over his main opponent, 
Margo MacDonald, the Scottish 
National Party’s Senior "Wee 
Chairman and Chief Strategist. 
She trailed with 12388 votes. 

The Conservative candidate. 
Lord Alec Scrymgeour, 28 , 
polled 4,818 votes in the Wed- 
nesday ballot and the middle- 
road Liberals 949. 

Mr. Robertson’s majority 
was double that which Labour 
won in the fast parliamentary 
election here in October, 1974, 
The SNP vote dwindled. 

General election soon 

Labour's triumph In its Scot- 
tish heartland gave it a Mg 
psychological boost that could 
persuade Mr. Callaghan cur- 
rently riding a wave of popu- 
larity, to call a general do- 
tkm widely tipped for the fall 

The SNP*s defeat was its 
third political reverse in the 
last two months and was a 
major blow to. its campaign to 
win independence for Scotland 
and end more than 170 years 
of rule from London. 

Commentators speculated 
that the Nationalists’ defeat 
in Handtton, where they made 
their first big breakthrough U 
years ago, was a bad omen 
for their chances of scoring 
any big wins in a general dec- 
tun. 

The Labour win was seen as 
a vote of confidence in Mr.
